As the union and Halifax 
regional council prepare to 
vote today on a tentative con¬ 
tract — which, if accepted, 
would end the transit strike 
— Metro Transit managers 
are working on their biggest 
challenge: Getting passengers 
back. 

Lori Patterson, Metro Tran¬ 
sit spokeswoman, said experi¬ 
ence shows it takes over a year 
to recover ridership after a 
lengthy strike. 

“That’s something we’ll 
turn our attention to and 


work to gain our customers 
back,” she said. 

“It’s not a win-win for any¬ 
body because the service loses 
some credibility and you lose 
ridership because people have 
made other arrangements.” 

In the next few days, Metro 
Transit managers are going 
to be looking at ideas for pro¬ 
grams to entice riders back. 
Patterson said she couldn’t 
share any of those ideas until 
they’re confirmed. 

It will take at least two 
days after a contract is ratified 
for buses to be back on the 
road and ferries in the water. 
Throughout the strike, non¬ 
union staff have been running 
the buses and checking for 
safety, but there are a lot of 
details still to be worked out. 

In fact, Patterson couldn’t 
say if the entire Metro Transit 
service would be back on line 
at once or if it would start up 
in waves.

will be up and running fully, 
but that still has to be con¬ 
firmed,” she said. 

Also, they’re hammering 
out details on how to handle 
the sale of bus passes.

Fare hike for 
sustainability, 
mayor says 

Mayor Peter Kelly is 
floating the idea of hik¬ 
ing fares in the wake 
of the six-week Metro 
Transit strike, 

Kelly said an increase 
in fares may be required 
to ensure long-term 
sustainability for the 
transit system, not¬ 
ing only 37 per cent of 
Metro Transit’s budget 
is recouped through the 
fare box. 

“I think there needs 
to be a discussion on 
this point,” Kelly said 
Monday. 

“I think we need to 
be realistic in terms 
of the long-term 
viability and sustain¬ 
ability.” 

According to Kelly, 
only $30 million of 
Metro Transit’s $82-mil- 
lion budget is collected 
in fares. The rest is paid 
for through area rates 
and the general tax 
fund. 

It’s unlikely a fare 
increase would do much 
to close that gap. 

An increase of 25 
cents would result in 
just over $1.7 million 
more collected from 
riders. 

“It’s not enough 
to change numbers 
substantially, in terms 
of the ratios, but it is an 
increase contribution 
that can help at least 
show an improvement 
in those rations,” said 
Kelly. 

The last fare increase 
was in 2009. 

“To my knowledge 
there are no plans to 
raise fares in the im¬ 
mediate future. We 
don’t wish to do that,” 
Metro Transit spokes¬ 
woman Lori Patterson 
said. 

“But it’s something 
potentially over time 
that fares could rise in 
the next few years, 
but it would all be 
debated in the budget 
process.”

Vandalism Century- 
old Roman goddess 
statue seriously 
damaged, not certain

A senseless piece of vandal¬ 
ism has left a historic statue 
at the Halifax Public Gardens 
toppled on its side with sig¬ 
nificant damage. 


Halifax Regional Police is 
asking for the publics help 
after the eight-foot statue of 
the Roman goddess Diana 
was vandalized sometime 
overnight on Thursday of last 
week. 

“It’s so disheartening. 
How do you even replace 
something that is over 100 
years old,” said police spokes¬ 
woman Const. Kathryn Wil¬ 
lett. “This is sad.” 

The Roman goddess statue 
was one of three donated to 
the Gardens in 1887 by Sir 
William Young, from his own 
private garden following his 
death. The other statues — 
Flora and Ceres — weren’t 


damaged in the incident. 

“Based on the size and the 
weight of the statue, either 
one very strong person or a 
group of people had pushed 
one of the goddesses over and 
caused it to smash,” Willett 
said, referring to Diana. 

HRM spokeswoman 

Michaelyn Thompson called 
the damage “extensive” and 
said they’re bringing in a 
heritage consultant to give 
them an assessment and ad¬ 
vice on what to do with it. 

Since being toppled over, 
the statue has been sitting on 
its side in the closed park.

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Environment. Province 
introduces new rules for 
contaminated sites

Nova Scotia’s Environment De¬ 
partment on Monday unveiled 
new regulations concerning 
the cleanup of contaminated 
sites. 

The measures, which don’t 
come into effect until July 
2013, address some recom¬ 
mendations from a 2010 report 
from auditor general Jacques 
Lapointe. 

They outline the liability for 
those responsible for contam¬ 
inated sites and qualifications 
for site examiners, plus they 
allow the department to create

an electronic reporting system. 

“It’s the first time that’s 
been put in regulations,” said 
Lori Errington, a spokesperson 
with the environment depart¬ 
ment. 

“This way, it formalizes 
things. It actually allows us to 
put policies into site regula¬ 
tions. It’s a big change for us.” 

Lapointe’s 2010 audit found 
that the risks associated with 
contaminated sites were not 
being adequately addressed, 
and that some sites were not 
cleaned up because the person 
responsible did not have funds 
to pay. 

That would change, under 
the new regulations. 

Errington adds that new 
programs will be rolled out 
in the coming year to deal 
with more of Lapointe’s rec¬ 
ommendations.

Staffing changes at the IWK 
Health Centre has some 
youth-care workers con¬ 
cerned about a possible de¬ 
cline in the mental-health 
care that will be offered to 
young people. 

Jocelyn Vine, vice- 
president of patient care, 
confirmed that about 22 
youth-care-worlcer positions 
are being changed over the 
next few months to profes¬ 
sional positions, including 
nurses, social workers and 
others.

Germany offers 
condolences to 
Afghan people 



Chancellor Angela Merkel 
made a one-day trip Mon¬ 
day to visit German troops 
in northern Afghanistan 
and offered President Ha¬ 
mid Karzai her condolences 
over the alleged killing of 
16 civilians by a U.S. soldier, 
the government said. 

Merkel arrived in 
Mazar-e-Sharif early in 
the morning. She origin¬ 
ally planned also to visit 
Kunduz, another northern 
area where German troops 
are based, but bad weather 
meant it wasn’t possible to 
fly there. 

The chancellor’s previ¬ 
ously planned visit came 
a day after an American 
soldier allegedly killed 16 
civilians, the associated press 


Afghan man recounts 
what he witnessed on night

A survivor’s tale. 

Twenty-six-year-old 
describes experience of 
watching his father get 
shot by gunman 

An Afghan man recounted 
on Monday the harrowing 
scene in his home as a lone 
U.S. soldier moved stealth¬ 
ily through it during a kill¬ 
ing spree, then crouched 
down and shot his father 
in the thigh as he emerged 
from the bedroom in the 
deep of night. 

A suspect, now in U.S. 
custody, is accused of kill¬ 
ing 16 Afghan civilians in 
their homes overnight be¬ 
tween Saturday and Sunday 
and then burning some of 
their corpses. 

Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai said nine of those 
killed were children and 
three were women. 

“He was walking around, 
taking up positions in the 
house — in two or three 
places like he was search¬ 
ing,” said 26-year-old wit¬ 
ness Mohammad Zahir, 


who watched the gunman 
while hiding in another 
room. 

“He was on his knees 
when he shot my father” in 
the thigh, he told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. His father was 
wounded but survived. 

Even before the shoot¬ 
ings, anti-Americanism was 
already boiling in Afghan¬ 
istan over U.S. troops burn¬ 
ing Muslim holy books, in¬ 
cluding Qur’ans, last month 
on an American base. 

The burnings came to 
light soon after a video pur¬ 
porting to show four Mar¬ 
ines urinating on Taliban 
corpses was posted on the 
Internet in January. 

Now, another wave of 
anti-foreigner hatred could 
threaten the entire future 
of the U.S.-led coalition’s 
mission in Afghanistan. 

The recent events have 
not only infuriated the Af¬ 
ghan people and leaders, 
but have also raised doubts 
among U.S. political figures 
that the long and costly 
war is worth the sacrifice 
in lives and money.

Killings 
won't stop 
handover 
plans: NATO 

The alleged slaying of 16 
civilians by a U.S. soldier 
in southern Afghanistan 
will not affect plans 
to turn over security 
operations to local troops, 
NATO and member coun¬ 
tries said Monday, calling 
for a quick investigation 
into the deaths. 

NATO spokeswoman 
Oana Lungescu called 
for a swift and thorough 
investigation, but said it 
was an “isolated inci¬ 
dent” and as such would 
not affect the alliance’s 
overall plans to turn over 
security operations to 
Afghan troops by the end 
of 2014. “This is clearly a 
tragedy, but it should not 
be allowed in any way to 
change the mission, and it 
doesn’t change our com¬ 
mitment to the mission 
and to the timetable,” she 
told The Associated Press 
in a telephone interview. 

U.S. officials said the 
suspect, identified as an 
army staff sergeant, acted 
alone after leaving his 
base in southern Afghan¬ 
istan.

Florence. Hidden mural 
could be lost Leonardo 


Researchers may have discov¬ 
ered traces of a lost mural by 
Leonardo da Vinci by poking 
a probe through cracks in a 
16th-century fresco painted 
on the wall of one of Flor¬ 
ence’s most famous buildings. 

The latest findings Mon¬ 
day still leave much mystery 
in the hunt for the Battle of 
Anghiari, a wall mural paint¬ 
ed by Leonardo in Florence’s 
storied Palazzo Vecchio, and 
possibly hidden behind a 
fresco done by Giorgio Vasari 
decades later. 

The hunt for the un¬ 
finished mural has captivated 
art historians for centuries, 
and took on fresh impetus in 
the last years with the em¬ 
ployment of state-of-the-art 
scientific tools. 

Some believe Leonardo’s 
mural, which he began in 
1505 to commemorate the 
15th-century victory by Flor¬ 
ence over Milan at the medi¬ 
eval Tuscan town of Anghiari, 
may be hidden behind a new¬ 
er wall, which was frescoed 
over decades later by Giorgio 
Vasari.

Tibet protest. Monk 
sets himself on fire 


A teenage Tibetan monk set 
himself on fire in protest on 
the anniversaiy of the failed 
Tibetan uprising against 
Chinese rule in 1959, an 
overseas activist group said 
Tuesday. 

The London-based Free 
Tibet group said the 18-year- 
old self-immolated on Sat¬ 
urday in Aba, a town that is 
under heavy security lock- 
down in western Sichuan 
province. 

The group says the monk, 
identified only as Gepey, was 
from the town’s Kirti Monas¬ 
tery, the scene of numerous 
protests against the Chinese 
government over the past 
several years. Most are led 
by monks who are fiercely 
loyal to the Dalai Lama, who 
fled the Himalayan region 
on March 10, 1959, during 
an abortive uprising against 
Chinese rule. 

More than two dozen 
Tibetans, including several 
teenagers, have set them¬ 
selves on fire in China over 
the last year, protesting 
China’s suppression of their 
religion and culture and 
calling for the return of the 
Dalai Lama.

The Conservative government 
that rushed to pass a massive 
crime bill by curtailing debate 
in the House of Commons and 
Senate now says it will take its 
time malting the new meas¬ 
ures a reality on the street. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s majority easily 
passed Bill C-10 on Monday 
evening by a vote of 154-129, 
sweeping aside a procedural 
delay by the NDP that stalled 
the bill’s curtain call for five 
days. 

The legislation, which in¬ 
cludes nine separate bills, goes 
briefly back to the Senate and 
could get royal assent as early 
as Tuesday — meeting Harp¬ 
er’s campaign promise last 
spring to pass the bill within 
100 sitting days of a new par¬ 
liament. 


Working the changes 
through the justice system 
will take considerably longer. 

“We’re going to space out a 
number of them out,” Justice 
Minister Rob Nicholson said 
outside the Commons before 
the final vote Monday. 

“I indicated to my prov¬ 
incial colleagues when I met 
with them about a month ago 
now that, you know, we’ll pro¬ 
claim them into effect in con¬ 
sultation with them.” 

Nicholson didn’t provide 
an order of precedence. 

The bill increases senten¬ 
ces for drug and sex offences, 
reduces the use of conditional 
sentences such as house arrest, 
provides harsher penalties 
on young offenders, makes it 
more difficult to get a pardon, 
gives crime victims more say 
in parole hearings and allows 
victims of terrorism to sue. 

Supporters, including vic¬ 
tims’ rights groups and some 
police organizations, say the 
bill helps correct a justice sys¬ 
tem that has swung too far 
toward the rights of criminals.

Sergey Lavrov said Syrian au¬ 
thorities “bear a huge share 
of responsibility” but also 
insisted at the meeting that 
opposition fighters and ex¬ 
tremists including al-Qaida 
are also committing violent 
and terrorist acts. 

Lavrov said if the priority 
is to immediately end any 
violence and provide hu¬ 
manitarian aid to the Syrian 
people “then at this stage we 
should not talk about who 
was the first to start, but 
rather discuss realistic and 
feasible approaches which 
would allow (us) to achieve 
the ceasefire as a priority.” 

Clinton declared that 
the Security Council cannot 
“stand silent when govern¬ 
ments massacre their own 
people, threatening regional 
peace and security in the 
process.”

Israel aces rocket-shield test 


Israel’s Iron Dome rocket shield 
has aced its first serious test. 
Gaza’s Hamas rulers have been 
careful to stay on the sidelines. 
And Islamic Jihad — now closer 
to Iran than is its larger rival 
Hamas — is taking the lead in 
this round against Israel. 

These are some of the 
trends emerging from four days 
of fighting between Israel’s air

There are only a few certain¬ 
ties in my life. All that stuff 
about death and taxes you 
already know, but there’s also 
this: I will never, ever get a 
tattoo. 

How can I be so sure? First¬ 
ly, I hate needles. Wait, hate 
isn’t a strong enough word; I 
loathe needles. I cower at the 
mere thought of these torture 
devices necessary medical 
instruments. Last week I went 
for a routine blood test and 
wound up having an embar¬ 
rassing fainting episode in the 
middle of a busy hospital clinic. 

So, no, I don’t do well with 
needles. 

But let’s say the piercingly 
painful tattoo needle wasn’t 
an issue. Even if the ink was 
drizzled on pain-free, I would 
never want to inscribe my 
body with a permanent keep¬ 
sake.

When the idea of updating 
former television hit 21 Jump 
Street to the big-screen en¬ 
tered Jonah Hill’s mind, there 
was one notion that stood out 
to him as particularly attract¬ 
ive.

If you got 
this one right, you’re in good 
company, as 80 per cent of 
those surveyed did also. 

2. You won’t pay interest on a 
cash advance as long as you 
pay your credit card balance 
in full by the due date indi¬ 
cated on your statement. 
Correct answer: False. Only 40 
per cent got this right and it can 
be a costly mistake as interest 
is charged the minute you with¬ 
draw the money. 

3. A bank cannot refuse to 
open an account because a 
person has filed for bank¬ 




ruptcy, doesn’t have a job or 
has no money. 

Correct answer: True. Only 35 
per cent knew about this basic 
right. 

4. If you want to pay off or 
renegotiate your mortgage 
before the maturity date, 
you will never have to pay a 
penalty greater than three 
months’ interest. 

Correct answer: False. Sixty-one 
per cent got this one wrong and 
it too can be a costly mistake.

If an offer 
looks too good to be true, 
it probably is! If you don’t 
recognize a phone number, 
don’t pick it up. Let it go to 
voice mail. Legitimate people 
will leave a detailed message 
and request a call back. If a 
stranger wants your personal 
information or to sell you a 
suspicious product or service, 
stop talking to them! 

Beware of individuals 
that try to sign you up for a 


sales program that looks like 
a pyramid or Ponzi scheme. 

If you get a bad vibe from 
someone, or the company 
they are associated with, 
don’t ask them for refer¬ 
ral. You’ll need to conduct 
independent research. When 
surfing the Internet or 
social networking, limit the 
amount of information you 
disclose. Never give out your 
address, phone number or 
banking information. 

If you’re shopping online, 
ensure the payment website 
is secure. If you’re not sure 
it is, call the company that 
makes the product directly 
and talk to the privacy officer. 
Never click on a pop-up 
window, especially if the ad 
is requesting your personal 
information. If you receive 
email requests for informa¬ 
tion, verify the message and 
sender using a third party 
unrelated to the message. 
Change your passwords regu¬ 
larly. Typically a combination 
of numbers and letters is 
best. Update t your com¬ 
puter’s operating system and 
install a security system that 
includes a personal firewall, 
anti-spam, anti-virus and anti¬ 
spyware. Log off eveiything; 
especially online banking. 

Simply put, don’t leave 
yourself vulnerable to fraud!

NHL Hybrid-icing 
policy may finally have 
enough support to be 
added to rule book 


When NHL general managers 
sit down to discuss rule chan¬ 
ges, two principles guide 
them through the decision¬ 
making process. 

“Every time we make a 
rule it’s about safety or scoring 
more goals,” Carolina Hurri¬ 
canes GM Jim Rutherford said 
Monday. 

The 30 custodians of the 
game emerged from the first 
day of their annual March 
meeting feeling optimistic that 
they’ll be ready to recommend 
a change that falls under each 
category. 

After years of discussion, 
it looks like there is finally 
enough support to adopt a hy¬ 
brid-icing rule that would see 
the faceoff circle being used as 
the marker where a play can 
be blown dead. It’s already in 
place in NCAA hockey and is 
designed to keep players from 
crashing into the end boards 
while racing back for the puck. 

“It makes sense, it makes 
it safer for the players,” said 
Rutherford. “You’re not going 
to get as many of those colli¬ 


sions right along the boards.” 

The second change that 
earned strong support was the 
elimination of hand passes in 
the defensive zone — an in¬ 
fraction that could become a 
penalty. The GMs feel too many 
players are using the ability to 
glove the puck with their hand 
as a tactic on faceoffs. 

No official rule changes 
have yet been proposed. 

While hybrid icing and the 
elimination of hand passes 
both earned the approval of 
the seven managers who dis¬ 
cussed them in a breakout ses¬ 
sion Monday, they still need to 
be debated by the entire group 
before the meetings wrap up 


Hybrid-icing rule 


Under the new proposal, icing 
would be called if the defending 
player crossed the faceoff circle 
first. 

• The play would be allowed to 
continue in instances where 
the attacking player was 
leading the race. "We don't 
want to eliminate the chase," 
said Florida Panthers GM Dale 
Tallon. 


• Leafs GM Brian Burke had 
previously put it on the 


Wednesday. Twenty managers 
must give their support to a 
rule for it to be passed on to the 
competition committee. 

None of the other items on 
the agenda gained much sup¬ 
port, including the possible 
re-introduction of the red-line. 
The majority of the managers 
also remain in favour of keep¬ 
ing the trapezoid that prevents 
goaltenders from playing the 
puck in the comers. 

Among the other items dis¬ 
cussed were the possibility of 
using video to review goaltend- 
er-interference calls, allowing 
players to “bearhug” an oppon¬ 
ent and creating a ringette line 
across the top of the circles that

would be used to blow down 
two-line passes. 

“This is a great meeting,” 
said Toronto Maple Leafs GM

role as custodians of the game. 

“The discussions are de¬ 
tailed and soul-searching, it’s 
important. I’m always im¬ 
pressed when I watch this 
group work.” 

The first day of meetings 
also included a video presenta¬ 
tion from Brendan Shanahan, 
who heads the player-safety 
department in addition to 
handing out supplemental 
discipline. 

The league is encouraged 
by what it believes is a change 
in player behaviour after the 
creation of new mles that gov¬ 
ern hits to the head and char¬ 
ging over the last two seasons.

“I think we have smart play¬ 
ers that adapt,” said Philadel¬ 
phia Flyers GM Paul Holmgren. 
“When you put in a Rule 48 
or a Rule 41 and we made the 
changes that we’ve made over 
the last couple years, they’re 
smart guys.”

Injury tally 


No increase in 
concussions this 
season: NHL 

The NHL says the 
number of concussions 
suffered by players this 
season is on par with the 
amount that occurred a 
year ago. 

That’s viewed as a 
positive development by 
the league’s player-safety 
department, particularly 
with all of the focus on 
those types of injuries 
and the belief teams and 
players are doing a better 
job of identifying them. 

“What I can say is 
we’re continually look¬ 
ing at all ways to bring 
this number down,” Kris 
King, the NHL’s vice- 
president of hockey oper¬ 
ations, said Monday. 

“The fact that it stabil¬ 
ized after a huge increase 
from two years ago is a 
positive, I think.” 

As a policy, the league 
doesn’t release the exact 
number of head injuries 
suffered by its players.
